A CABINET POSITION. 


Arthur Does Nét Wish Hise Cabinet Dictated to 
Him~A Republican Division—The Annual 
Reporte ot the Heads of the Differ- 
ent Departments, Etc. 

Wasninetos, November 18.—The leading south- 
ern republicans are making a strong effort to in- 
President Arthur to appoint one of 
their number to the cabinet. Several meetings 
have been held to discuss the subject. A com- 
mittee of five, composed of Governor Hawkins, of 
Tennessee: ex-Senator Powell Clayton, of Arkansas; 
Colonel William Brown, of Kentucky, and others, 
asappointed to wait on the president, who re- 
ceived their suggestions very favorably. At one of 
the meetings it was suggested to name both the 
place and the individual to fill it, but this idea was 
Another and larger committee has 
been designated to follow upthe subject. The 
president has expressed his readiness to 
receive them, but expresses also the hope that they 
would notattempt to dictate to him who his cabi 
met should In the conference four southern 
republicans were suggested for cabinet positions, 
mamely: Ex-Governor Davis, of Texas, whois said 
go be the choice of the native union clement; Gen- 
eral Longstreet; Hicks, of Florida, and Judge, Set- 
tle, of North Carolina. The matter is still unsettled, 
but with the prospect ofa southern republican 
being chosen. A division between the ex-confeder- 
ate republicans and the carpet-baggers on the one 
hand andthe native-born unionist republicans on 
the other has alreany cropped out, and threatens to 
interrupt and mar the counsels of these patriotic 
southern statesmen.

Mr. J. Stanley Brown, who was private secretary 
of the late président, and who has been acting in 
the same capacity for President Arthur, has ten- 
dered his resignation in order that he may engage 
in other business and free to carry 
on the work of editing General Gartield's 
paper, Which has been intrusted to him by Mrs.

Theannual report of the commissioner of Indian 
affairs to the secretary of the interior is made pub- 
lic. Commissioner Price at the outset desires to 
“urge with exurnestness the absolute necessity fora 
thorough and radical change in the Indian policy 
in some respects’? and particulars. ‘“‘It must be ap- 
parent to the most casual observer that the system 
of ywathering the Indians in baudsor tribes on reser- 
vations. and carrying them victuals and clothes, 
thus relieving them of the necessity of labor, never 
Willand never can civilize them, If white men 
were treated as we treat the Indians, the result 
would certainly bea race of worthless vagabonds. 
[ wish to call attention tothe fact thatin almost 
every case itis only non-laboring tribes that go upon 
the war-path, and the stubborn facts of history com 
peline to say that the governmentis largely to bhune 
forthis. We feedthe White river murderers and 
eompel the peaceable Uintahs to largely care for 
themselves. This course induces the Indians to be- 
lieve that if they are to get favors from the govern- 
ment they must refuse to work, refuse to be orderly 
and peaceable, aud must Commitsome depredations 
or murder, and then a commission will be appoint 
ed to treatavith them and pay them in goods, pro- 
Visions and money to behave themselves. ’’ 

The commissioner recommends a prohibition of 
the introduction of liquor on the Indian reserves 
by the authority of the wardepartment (incidental! 
ly he suggests asa more effectual remedy for the 
evil of drunkenness that congress be asked to pro- 
hibit the manufacture, or sale, of ardent spirits in 
anyof the territories of the United States), and, 
among other things, that the laws be enacted to ex- 
tend to Indian reservations the criminal laws of the 
states and territories in which they are respectively 
situated. 

The superintendent of the last censusin his an- 
nual report to the secretary of theinterior, says that 
with the exception of obtaining the statistics of 
ship buildings, quarrying industries, production 
of petroleum, and the resources of Alaska, the field 
of work of the tenth census is now practically fin- 
ished. These labors will be completed in a few 
weeks, and only about one-sixth of the total work 
of tabulation remains to be accomplished. The 
total disbursements for the tenth census thus 
far have been $23, 860,068, and CONZress 
will be asked foran appropriation of $540,000 addi 
tional, including $330,000 for the payment of a vol- 
unteer force that has been carrying on clerical work 
since the exhaustion of the appropriation made at 
the lust session. Secretary Kirkwood in transmit- 
ting this report for the consideration of the presi- 
dent and congress pays a high compliment to Super- 
intendent Walker, and says it can be safely asserted 
thatthe tenth censusis distinguished from any that 
has preceded it by a betterand far more reliable 
work, Comprehending departinents of publie and 
private industry never before included in a census. 
The revised and corrected enumeiation figuresshow 
that the total population of the United States is 5v, 
1,783. The increase since 1870 appears to be about 
per cent, 

Ifon. Kenneth Rayner, solicitor of the treasury, 
to-day submitted his annual report, accompanied 
by several tabular statements, exhibiting the 
amount, character and results of litigation under 
his direction for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
Issl. An eXamination of the tables show that 
the whole humber of suits commenced 
within the year was 2 716, involving 
An aggregaae of $156,675,873. Of the whole 
numberof suits brought 1,050 were decided in 
favor of the United States, seven were adversely 
decided, 324 were settled and dismissed, and 28 pen- 
nities were remitted by the secretary of the 
treasury and the balance are still pending. The 
entire number of suits decided or otherwise dis 
posed of during the vear was 3.359. The whole

THE LOTTERY CASES. 


Judge Lechrane in Loulsville Court. 

We see the following account of the trial of the 
lottery cases in Louisville in the Courier-Journal. 
lt whl be seen that Judge Lochrane knows how to 
throw a trump card in a Kentucky court as well as 
ina Georgia court. The Courier-Journal says: 

There was quite a sensation in the circuit court 
vesterday morning. when the case of the common- 


wealth against Ed. Stewart and Simmons & Diekin- 
son, Who had been indicted for running a lottery, 
came up for hearing. Aguinst Stewart there were 
thirty-eight indictments on the docket, and fifty- 
ight against Simmons & Dickinson. It had been 
confidently expected by the prosecuting attorney 
that the cases would be heard upon their merits be- 
fore a jury, and thata verdict of some sort would 
be duly rendered. His surprise, therefore, was 
great, when, upon the ealling of the 
first case against Stewart, Judge Muir, 
of the counsel for the defense, arose 
and moved a dismissal of the case upon the ground 
that he held in his hand a pardon from his excel- 
lency Luke Blackburn, governor of Kentucky. The 
wosecuting attorney, with an expression upon his 
ace that deserved description from the pen of a 
Hogarth, examined the document and pronounced 
itin due form, whereupon the court ordered the 
élismissal of the case in question. Judge Muir 
then art weg thirty-seven more pardons, which 
<ompictely wiped out the docket as it cohcerned 
the bilis imst Stewart. The first case against 
Simmons & Dickinson was then called. 
“Any more,pardons?”’ asked the prosecuting at- 
torney, dramatically.

“el for the defense, parted in a cheerfnl smile, and 
that gentleman looked amazingly like a general 
who held in his possession a Waterloo for each situ- 
ation of the enemy. 

Who is he?” asked a Courier Journal reporter of 
an old attorney who sat at the bar. 

“That gentleman over there? Why, that is Judge 
Lochrane, the great southern barrister, and ten to 
one he’s the father of all this devilment. — 

“Lochrane is powerfully well up in this sort of 
business. : 

The reporter recognized the name, and said “the 
mischief’ almost too lond for reportorial dignity. 
In the meantime the court had ordered the dismis- 
eal of all the cases against Stewart and Simmons & 
Dickinson, which, for the time being, disposed of 
all the lottery litigation pending against those par- 
ties in the circuit court. By means of what infiu- 
ence Governor Blackburn was persuaded to 
wipe out the docket grandly is not 
known. but he did so, it is claimed, upon 
the ground that the lottery management 
in question held a grant from the legisiature to 
vperate its concern in this, the haygionris ne of our 
proud old commonweath, (It is, perhaps, true, 
as sugested by the attorney at the bar, that Judge 
oO. A. Lochrane, who is the most astute of law- 
vers, had a great deal to do with the ancestry of the 
“devilment.”’ 

A reporter attempted to interview Judge Loch- 
rane. but he declined to talk, simply saying that 
he believed the pardons were issued by the gov- 
rinor. 
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THE LABOR CONVENTION. 


Resolutions Passed at Yesterday's Mocting. 

PirtspurGc, November 18.—When the labor con- 
vention reconvened this morning Mr. Burgman, of 
California, presented the following resolution: 

Whereas, The experience of the last thirty years 
in California and on the Pacific coast having proved 
conclusively that the presence of the Chinese and 
theircompetition with free white labor is one of 
the greatest evils with which any country can be 
afflicted, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we use our best efforts to get rid 
of this monstrous evil, which threatens, unless 
checked, to extend to other parts of the United 
States, and to disseminate information respecting 
its true nature and character, and to urge on our 
represelitatives in congress the absolute necessity 
of passing laws entirely prohibiting the immigra- 
tion of Chinese into the United states, 

This resolution occasioned a heated debate. 
on a vote being taken, it was adoptea as read. 

The chairman of the committee on plan of organ- 
ization presented a paper suggesting the basis of 
represextation in the congress of federation from 
national or futernational unions. 
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FOREIGN FLASHES. 


GERMANY. 

November 19.—The emperor's speech 
emphatically points out that sociai evils are not to 
be remedied by repression alone, but rather by con- 
current promotion of the welfare of the working 
Classes. The emperor says he will look back on all 
his successes With greater satisfaction. il he can be- 
qguecath to the fatherland new and lasting gnaran- 
tees for continuous peace nt home, and to give 
more secure and generous measures that assistance 
to Which they haveaclaim. The aged auc infirm, 
he says, are entitled to a greater degree of state pro- 
Vision than they now enjoy, Ata moment whan 
matters connected with luaternal institutions pre- 
lta far-reaching and difficult problem, the solu- 
tion of Which is not to be mastered in a single ses- 
sion, but which the emperor has felt it his duty be- 
fore 4;0d and man to put forward, he rejoices more 
to be able to express his entire satisfaction with the 
state of foreign politics. At notime during the 
lastien years could the maintenance of peace be 
anticipated se confidently as at present. 

The speech concluded as follows: ‘Our relations 
with all other powers are most friendly. The be- 
lief in Germany's loyal and sincere desire for peace 
has gained hold with every nation. We regard it 
as a duty to God and fatheriand to strengthen and 
justify the faith.”’ 

Two hundred deputies were present during the 
reading of the speech. The decision that the em. 
peror should not open the reichstag in person was 
reached yesterday morning,and was in consequence 
of the advice of his physicians. The decision made 
necessary some verbal alterations in the speech. 

The deputies listened with icy coldness to 
emperors speech. Not one sentence was 
plauded, 

Lhe North German Gazette, expressing its opin- 
ion of the terms of the message to the reichstay, 
says the emperor's prograinme is liberal. The press 
unanimously express regret that the august person 
of a sovereign has thus been put forward in opposi- 
tion to a majority of the nation in favor of the 
socialists and political projects, for which Prince 
Bismarck ought himself to assume sole responsi- 
bility. The excitement caused by the message yes- 
terday was great. All kinds of sensational rumors 
were afloat, including even a report that the em- 
peror had abdicated.

- GUITEAU GROWLS 


AT THE WAY HIS CASE IS BEING 
CONDUCTED. 


The Fifth Day’s Proeedings of the Trial of the 
Assassin—List of the Jury—Secretary Blaine’s 
Statement of the Killing of President 
Garficld—Scenes ia Court. 


WASHINGTON, November 18.—The fifth day of the 
famous trial—famous only, perhaps, through the 
exalted station of the victim, and the unforseen 
gravity of the result of the crime—was marked by 
&n unmistakably increased interest on the part, 
particularly, of the better classes of the community. 
Long vefore the hour of the opening of the court 
several hundred ladies and geutlemen had assein- 
bled in the eastern corridors, and patiently awaited 
admission to the court room. 

At9 o'clock the prison van drove up and Guiteau, 
bearing a huge bundle of papers in his manacled 
hands, shuffled hurriedly inté the building. There 
was a marked absence of noisy demonstration on 
the part of the bystanders, yet Guiteau plainly 
betrayed a fear of violence, which § al- 
ways marks his movements, when he 
deems himself at all exposed to — danger. 
He was taken to the prisoners’ room and devoted 
himself to reading papers. At 9:50 the seats re- 
served for the general public were entirely filled, 
four-fifths of them being occupied by ladies. The 
appearance and general demeanor of the assem- 
blage was in marked contrast with that of the pre- 
viousdays and seemed to be entirely free from the 
rougher element so conspicuous upon the opening 
day. . 

Upon the opening of the court Mr. Scoville arose 
to make an explanation, and requested the court to 
take some measures to prevent the prisoner from 
giving to the public his unauthorized communica- 
tion, and prevent the annoying interruptions of the 


prisoner in the court room. 

This brought on a scene, during which Guitean 
demanded that. Mr. Scoville should go out of the 
case: that he was no criminal lawyer and had no 
sense: that he talked one thing to him in private 
and anotherin public. Mr. Scoville endeavored to 
explain to the court, but Guiteau became more 
and more excited and addressed himself alter- 
nately to the court,to Mr. Scoville and to the bai- 
liffs, who were endeavoring to keep him quiet. 

To the Court—I represent myself, your honor,and 
shall do as I please xabout counsel. Then turning 
to Mr. Scoville “vou have got no capacity, and! 
won't have you manage my case,”’ 

Turning to the bailiffs, he shouted, ‘‘You mind 
your business, you confounded fools. You ain't 
rot no sense,’’ 

The court again stated to the prisonerin decided 
terms that he would order his removal and proceed 
in hisabsence. To this (uiteau shouted excitedly: 
“TI don’t care if you do; the ecourtin banc will re- 
verse you and I will geta new trial. You have got 
no right to remove me.” 

The court replied in terms which seemed to con- 
vince Guiteau of their sincerity. *‘Very well. 1 
shall do so if you persistin any more disturbance, 
and there are precedents in this court for such 
rnling.”’ A whispered consultation between 
Giuitenu and Mr. Scoville followed, and the former, 
apparently convinced, subsided into absolute quiet 
and devoted hiniself to his papers. 

District-Attorney Corkhill then offered in evi- 
dence certain letters, which were yesterday read to 
Mr. Blaine and identified by him. 

Ed. A, Wagner wus then called as a witness, but 
failed to respond. 

Joseph K. Sharpe was then called and sworn. He 
did not see the shooting, but saw the prisoner at- 
tempting to escape ajid witnessed his arrest, 

Kila M. Ridgely heard a conversation between 
Guiteau and the hackman who was engaged by the 
prisoner to drive him to the Congressional cemetery. 
Joshua U. Davis, gatekeeper, Wm. &, Crawford 
drayman, and others, who were presentat the Bal 
timore and Potomac depot, on July 2d, testified to 
the fact of the shooting. Policeman hearney, who 
arrested (;uiteau. claimed to have done so without 
assistance, Whereupon Guiteau asked him several 
questions, and demontrated to his satisfaction that 
hedGuiteau) did not run away,butcoclly put up his 
pistol and surrendered. 

The court then took a recess for haif an hour, 
many of the spectators remaining in their seats 
during the recess. When the court reconvened the 
examination of witnesses was proceeded with. 

Barton, a colored hackman, testified to offering to 
convey (rniteau from the depot to the congressional 
cemetery for two dollars,and that he soon afterwards 
heard shets; rushed into the depotand saw the 
president lying upon the floor and Guitean run- 
ning back. 

Sevellon A. Brown, chicf clerk of the state depart- 
ment, testified to frequent visits of Guiteau to the 
department with an application for the Austrian 
mission. He had given instrnetions to exclude 
Gutieau's card, because he though it not worth See- 
retary Blaine’s while to see him so often. Guitean, 
he said, seemed to be anervous individual, and 
never looked any onestraightin the eye. Guitean 
at this point interruped and said: looked 
you in the eye, Mr. Brown.’’ 

Detective Ciekloff described the 
police office when Guiteau was brought in 
subsequent transfer to jail. 

J. Stanley Brown, private secretary to the late 
President Gartield, testified to Guiteau’s frequent 
Visits to the white house last Mareh and April and 
that his visits were persistent and the 
nature of his application such =6that~== he 
senthim tothe state department. Jas. L. Denny, 
newsdealerin the depot, identitied the package of 
papers, left by Guiteau at his stand on the day of 
the shooting. Atthe conclusion of Denny’s exam- 
ination the court adjourned till to-mofrow., 

Mr. Blaine, vesterday, after giving his name and 
Stating he Was at present secretary of state, and 
that he wasacquainted with James A. Garfield from 
1865 till the hour of his death, answered as follows: 

Question of counsel—Are you acquainted with 
the prisoner at the bar’? Have vou ever seen him” 

Answer—I saw him occasionally during the 
months of March, Apriland May. Notso frequently 
in Muay. 

Q —Were you in company with 
the time of the shooting’ 

A.—I was by his side. ° 

q).—Will you narrate to the jury an account of the 
proceedings in your own manner, so they will ob- 
tain a full narrative of the circumstances as they 
are familiar to you”? 

A.—I wish to take direciions as to what point to 
begin the narrative. 

Counsel—You met the president by appointment 
on the morning of the assassination ”

THE GALLOWS-TREE 
LUMPKIN. 


FROM IN 


A Negro Doctor Chloroforms an Old Man and His 
Daughter, and Violates the Person of the 
Latter—A History of the Crime—Other 
Crimes and Casualties of the Day. 


Yesterday at the usual hour Sam Sparks, a miser- 
able mongrel, was hanged at Lumpkia, in Stewart 
county, for one of the most brutal and fiendish 
crimes known to the annals of the courts. 

Near the little village of Lumpkin lived a well- 
fixed farmer named Pope, who for years had suf- 
fered a thousand deaths from paralysis. He had 
tried in vain every physician of the section and had 
tested the virtues of every compound whose praises 
reached his ears. But he secured no relief. In the 
same locality lives a negro named 
Sam Sparks, who, to the ignorant of the 
neighborhood Was known as the ‘Indian doetor.”’ 
By some trick that was vain he prevailed on Mr. 
Pope to submit toa trial of his skill. With the des- 
peration of a wellnigh dead invalid the patient 
consented, and the Indian doctor became 
an inmate of the Pope household. Mr. 
Pope was the father of a beautiful girl, named 
Ida, who had just turned her eighteenth year, and 
with rosy cheek, sparkling eyes, and a form well- 
rounded, was theadmiration of the beaux and the 
envy of the maidens of the peaceful neigh- 
borhod, But her voluptuousness turned 


the head of the negro physician, and one 
day when the invalid father, the blooming girl and 
the black-hearted wretch were the only inmates of 
the house, he resolved upon and put into execution 
a crime for which he on yesterday, gave up his life. 

Seizing a sponge he saturated it with chloro- 
form, and. placed it to the nose of 
the old man until he was insensible. 
He then rushed into the garden where the girl, un- 
mindful of harm. was attending to her duties in 
gathering vegetables. With the stealthiness ofa 
tiger he crept up behind her, and the same sponge 
that had rendered her father unable to do her aid, 
soon caused her form to fall imp into the arms 
of the brutish negro, The devilish crime that he 
enacted with his victim, helpless, and in his power, 
was too foul to repeat. With his base lust satisfied 
be realized his crime and fled the country. 

The heartbroken family kepttheir secretin their 
own hearts for awhile, deeming public disgrace 
less desirable than the punishment of the wretch 
who had done them such great harm. 

But the sudden absence of the Indian doctor 
from the neighborhood aroused the curiosity of the 
people, and soon the story was public property. 

A search for the fugitive was instituted, and his 
whereabouts was soon discovered. He was cap- 
tured, lodged in jail, and in October he was tried 
in the superior court ” Stewart county, found 
guilty Bese p< ntenced to death. The crime, we be- 
lieve, was committed in July. : 

For a time Sparks was back- 
ward, insolent and on the approach of 
Visitors would retire to the furtherest corner of his 
cell and refuse to talk. He at times would declare 
that God had forgiven his sins, and said that he 
would go to heaven. He confessed his crime and 
improved in ilesh. He would frequently indulge 
in shouting, in which some of the other prisoners 
joined, 

Yesterday Sheriff Griffis, with a guard of sixty or 
seventy armed men, took Sparks trom the jail and 
carried him to the scaffold which had been erected 
in an old tieid about three quarters of a mile east of 
the town. The noose was adjusted. After some 
little delay the trigger Was sprung and Sam Sparks 
started on his way to meet Tom Betts, wherever the 
soul of that worthy reposes. 

The drop fell at twelve o'clock, and in eighteen 
minutes the physicians pronounced him dead. 
The hanging was witnessed by an immeuse crowd 
from the surroundingcountry. Chattahoochee and 
Stewart counties were out en masse. Sparks re- 
peatedly confessed his guilt, and said he was pre- 
paired for death, and that his punishment was just. 
It has developed that he left the girl with a loath- 
some disease. The crowd was quiet, and there was 
no disturbance.

About 10 o'clock last 
nolly was informed that ry negro 
man had just been brutally murdered 
nearthe Fulton county jail, and in a short time 
Captain Couch had been detailed to investigate the 
matter. Arrivingin the neighborhood of the jail 
the oflicer soon ascertained that the dead man was 
George Lowe, and tlrat he died from wounds in- 
flicted by Columbus Webster, another negro man. 

The killing is yet buried in  mygtery, 
and in probability will long” be 
a question for solution. About half- 
past Ss o'clock Emma Hammond, a colored woman 
who lives on Sugar alley, just in the rear of the 
Fulton county jail, Was startled by the cries of 
‘‘murder,’’ ‘“‘help,”’ “he’s killing me?!’ at her back 
door. The cries gightened her, and fora few min- 
utes she remaine®in her room, but finally went to 
the back door, when she heard loud groans ema- 
nating from the back yard. Calling to 
Luey Clayton, an oecupant of the same house, 
the two procured a lamp and went in the direction 
from which the grouns Came. Reaching a fence a 
few feet from the house, and not finding anything, 
they were about to turti back when another groan 
caused them to look overinto aun adjoining yard, 
where they saw a4 man on the ground leaning 
against a small tree. Calling to him and failing to 
receive a response Emma Hammond, with the light 
in her hand, elimbed over the fence and, 
going up to the man. found that 
he was covered with blood, and that he was almost 
dead. She then knelt beside himand asked what 
was the matter. The man raised his head and said: 
‘Take me in the house. Don’t let me die here. 
Columbus Webster has killed me,’ and then sank 
to the greund again. The sight of the blood only 
added to En.ma’s fright, and in a few minutes 
her loud screams pbrovwght a colored nan, 
who resides on the same street, to her side, and by 
whose help Lowe was carried into the house, where 
he died before the nature of his injuries could be 
ascertained, and where he was found by a CONsTI- 
TUTION reporter, 

By the aidof asmoky lamp the 
caused Lowe's death were 
the reporter. In the middle of his 
back, near the waist, there was a 
deep gash about two inches long. Just under the 
left shoulder blade there was another ugly wound. 
This one was made by a hard lick and was just the 
size of an ordinary knife blade. By the aid ofa 
vencil, it Was learned that the wound was about five 
inches deep and that it went in the direction of the 
heart. But the wound which caused death was in 
the neck. Under the left ear there was a 
horrible gash, and whenever the body was moved 
the blood would spout forth in profusion. An ex- 
amination of this wound showed thatthe jugular 
vein had been severed, and that death must have 
been instant. 

In the yard where Lowe was found there was a 
large pool of blood, aud the path over which his 
bod

> was carried was marked with his gore. 
Although many who knew both Lowe and Web- 
ster gathered about the dead man, no one could be 
found who could give a satisfactory account of the 
killing. From those present, however, it was learn- 


* 

ed that for some time past there has been an old 
end between the two men. Webster is a married 
man, and with his wife lives on Summer 
hill. Lowe was married and resided on Clarke 
street. Rumorsays that Lowe was partial to Mrs. 
Webster, and that Webster's anger was aroused by 
the frequent remarks made to him concerning his 
wife and Lowe. About two months ago Webster 
went home very late one night and was detained at 
the door forquite awhile after making his pres- 
ence known, and when he did gain an entrante 
he was brought face to face with Lowe. 
A fight then ensued but without 
any damamage to either party. On Saturday night 
last the two rivals again met and undertook to set- 
tle their differences, but Lowe skipped off the field 
and ended the battle. 

Last night they again met near Johnson's store, 
near Peaseville. There was present another negro 
whose nameis yet unknown. The difficulty was 
renewed, and after some words on both sides 
Webster drew his knife, and saying “I will 
kill you,”’ started towards Lowe, who broke 
away. Webster followed and during the race,a dis- 
tance of about fifty yards, inflicted the two stabs in 
the back, and, it is thought, just as the yardin 
which he was found was reached, the third and fa- 
tal wound was given. 

After Captain Couch had ascertained all the facts 
he could a pursudt was begun. Websters home was 
Visited but he was non estand the police returned 
to town. Chief Connolly then informed Sheriff Per- 
kerson of the murder and asked for horses to follow 
Webster, but was not accommodated. Corouer 
Hillburn then gave an order for the horses, and at 
12 o’clock three mounted men started after the fugi- 
tive, but up toS o'clock this morning had not re- 
turned,

Forthe southern states the long 
night of adversity,: we believe, has passed. The 
dawn of a better day anda brighter day than they 
have ever known has come.

The Atlanta exposition is developing facts in re- 
lation to the vast cotton interest of the country 
which must prove of great value to all concerned in 
cotton or its products. One fact which will be new 
to many vente ‘rs, is that there are several hundred 
thousand people in America who wear cottgn goods 
which are produced by the ancient hand processes 
of spinning and weaving. The Chinese nation is 
the most extensive consumer of cotton 
in the world, and ninety per cent 
of the cotton goods worn there are hand 
made; which even at the excessively low rate of 
wages paid in that country is more expensive than 
the production of cotton goods in this country 
when the staple is moderate in price. The question 
of the effect of cotton manufactures in the south 
upon the industry in New England has been drop- 

ped frem the discussion as there is room enough ~ 
the product of all the mills likely to be built for 
century.

THE COAL-BEDS. 


ON THE 


General Goréon Drives the Fret Spike on be 
Georgia Pacific-—A War of Rates Imminent 
Between the Air-Line Road and the Ken- 


nesaw Route—Other Railroad News. 


- a - —— 


On yesterday General John B. Gordon, Mrs. Gor, 
don and several gentlemen belonging to the work- 
ing staff of the Georgia Pacific, took the exposition 
train at the depot aud went out to Oglethorpe park. 
Upon reaching the park at about 2 o'clock they 
struck across the fields for about two hundred 
yards until they came toa large force of workmen 
who were busily working on the road-bed of the 
Georgia Pacific. A long line of cross-ties was laid 
on the bed and steel rails were stretched on each 
side of the ties for about a quarter of a mile. The 
spikes were lying ina small pile near the spot 
where Gen. Gordon and the party stopped. As they 
came toa halt the managing engineer walked up 
to them and handed General Gordon a heavy ham- 
mer, and informed him that it was the desire of 
those in charge .hat he should drive the first spike 
in the track laying for the Georgia Pacific. 

The first rail was laid in position, and the spike 
adjusted. Genera! the ham- 
mer above his head, it fell upon the apike, and the 
work of laying the stee! rails on the Georgia Pacific 
was actually begun. The general seemed deter 
mined that there should be no doubt about the 
spike being driven in, and one piece of rail certain- 
ly fastened. He therefore, rained blow 
after blow upon it until its head 
was buried almost out of sight and 
the engineer had toask him to stop. 

As soon as this formal ceremony was over General 
Gordon retired the workmen came to the front and 
new rails were put into position, and the work 
went steadily ahead. It was said that a quarter ot 
a mile of rails woull be laid and fastened be- 
fore dark last night, and that the track 
laying would proceed ata rate of a mile a day at 
present. The force now at work will be added to 
‘as rapidly as possible. 

In reply toa question as to whether or not the 
track laying would be carried beyond Douglasville 
without de lay, we were informed that it 
would be pushed to Oxford, Mississippi, without 
delay or stoppage. We presume thata construction 
train will be puton the road in about a week, as 
the steel rails are delivered at this end, and the 
work of carryingthem forward after four or five 
miles have been laid will be a heavy one. 

There was a considerable crowd of people upon 
the bridge in front of Oglethorpe park watching 
the proceedings, and there was very ge@meral con- 
gratulation through the city yesterday afternoon as 
soom as it was kuown that the work had actually 
been begun. In a very short time track laying 
will be started on the Macon extension, beginning 
at the Macon end, and track laying will soon be 
commenced on the Rome extension, where 
the road leaves the Georgia Pacific. So it will be 
seen thatin less than thirty days from date work- 
men will be laying the rails on all three of Atlanta’s 
new roads.
